month at the lonely island in 
the Aleutians chain. 

The demonstration was 
without serious incidents, al¬ 
though police said Bt one 
stage a few youtl)* tried to 
remove a U.S. flag from the 
19-storey building that houses 
the consulate.

Diet Anemia Factor 


By G. C. THOHTESON, MD 

Dear Dr. Thoateaont What 
causes anemia? What is the 
difference !>etween anemia 
and pernicious anemia, the 
symptoms and treatment? — 
Dili. 

’’** Y<hi sound as though you 
^thought there were just two 
kinds of anemia, ordinary 
anemia and pernicious ane¬ 
mia. Actually there are more 
types that that. 

i In general, all have a com¬ 
mon characteristic: lack of 
sufficient red cells in the 
blood and-or the Iron which 
the red cells carry. 

Principal cause* of the ane- 
-nuaa are faulty diet (lack of 
adequate iron and protein); 
*lonh of blood, along with the 
,.cells ln.lt; some ailment that 
• causes abnormal destruction 
*i»f red blood cells; some con¬ 
dition that prevents the body 
•from creating enough red' 
Shells. 

You see, red cells are con¬ 
stantly being destroyed by ihe

body, and replaced with new 
ones. Hut when more are de¬ 
stroyed than are replaced, 
anemia is the result. 

I dare say it surprises you 
to he (old that "anemia" is 
actually a wiiola lot of dis¬ 
eases — but that's tha way it 
is 

For ‘‘ordinary anemia," 
faulty diet is one of the two 
commonest causes Meat and 
green leafy vegetables pro¬ 
vide iron, but iron also can I* 
given in medicinal form The 
other common cause is chron¬ 


ic bleeding — ulcers, exces¬ 
sive menstrual flsrw, hemor¬ 
rhoids, or the like. The solu- 
tn*», of course Is to find where 
the blond Is being lost and to 
correct It. 

Pernicious anemia is of a. 
different type: the body does 
not create enough red cells 
But tile cause was discovered 
only 40-<tfld years ago — to 
he lack a mysterious some¬ 
thing known as the "intrinsic 
factor V 

Scene anemias result lie- 
cause ihe blood cells, for one 
reason or another, are unduly 
fragile or become deformed. 
Sickle cell anemia is an ex¬ 
ample of the latter, hut there 
are other types. 

Still oilier anemiae-fapiasthr 
anemia) result from damage 
to the lame marrow, where 
ceils are produced. Poisoning 
of some lyi»es can cause this 
1 "Glue-sniffmg" is one form 
of such poisoning, hut inhaling 
> other hydrocarbons ran do it, 
too I ■

YV7HETHER NORTHERN IRELAND’8 Premier 
” Brian Faulkner survive* the crisis In hl« 
own party or not, the (.respect for effective control 
a»f terrorlam inspired by the outlawed Irlih Repub¬ 
lican Army la as remote aa ever. And tor that 
reason, and the increaalng desperation of the tar¬ 
gets of sectarian wrath, there la growing evidence 
ind fear of organized Protestant reprisal. 

Although the British government strongly re¬ 
lists the proposal, Protestant extremists, led by the 
'iery Rev. Ian Paisley, are bent upon organizing "a 
■ivil defence corps” to counter terrorist sniping, 
romhing, kidnapping and arson. 

They are dissatisfied with the effort of Mr. 

' I’aulkner's government to safeguard their lives and 
property. They feel that British troops, who have 
Ihown consistent restraint In spite of being the 
main target of terrorists, should have been em 
Jloyed In a house-tn house winkling out of suspects, 
tsing appropriate weapons Wherever they met re- 
listance — and never mind the rubber bullet*. 

Mr. Faulkner and the moderates in his Union- 
si Party resist this pressure, but the revolt of the 
■ight wing of a government already precariously 
lituated by the boycott of opposition memberi and 
t steadily deteriorating civil order could bring about 
the premier's resignation. That, in fact, might be 
the last political act of a defeated man, for It would 
Sean throwing responsibility into the hands of the 
■pvernment in London. 

£ Some people are still confused by this appar 
fit duality of authority in Ulster’s six counties. Mr. 
Kiulkner's government Is, in effect, a provincial ad 
Ministration. But Northern Ireland (Ulster) is a 
fgrt of the United Kingdom, sending its own 
members to the Parliament in London. 


The situation has something of a parallel In 
Canada. In the case of the recent unpleasantness in 
Quebec, the federal authority sent troops on the 
advice of the pi-ovindal government. In Ireland, It 
was In answer to an appeal from Mr. Faulkner, and 
aa a result of its own assessment of the emergency, 
that the British Parliament authorized the use of 
troops. On the other hand, It was Mr. Faulkner 
who Introduced the detention without trial of sus¬ 
pected terrorists. And although the Irish Republi¬ 
can Army is well aware of this, it has persisted in 
blaming "the English" and, more specifically, "the 
English soldiers" for the Inflammatory measure. 

This is manifestly unjust. But then terrorists 
are not interested in either truth or justice 

The fear and hatred afflicting Ulster Protes¬ 
tants is understandable in the circumstances. 

-Never truly hurled In the nearly three centuries 
since the Battle of the Boyne, these emotions have 
l>een whipped by the repeated outrages perpetrated 
by the IRA terrorists, determined to force upon the 
six northern counties union with the Irish Repub 
lie. It is because of the predominance of the Roman 
Catholic faith in that state that the Protestant 
resistance is so bitter. And now it threatens to 
become more organized and aggressive. Since Mr. 
Paisley thinks (he army has failed in its mission, he 
proposes the use of "a.civil defence corps." 

Mr. Faulkner is justified in dreading such a 
development. It would mean inevitable retaliation 
by the Roman Catholic population, and the ere 
ation of a third Illegal private army with which the 
authorities — and the British troops — would have 
to contend. 

It would mean, in short, nothing short of civil 
war, with all the incalculable dangers such a trag¬ 
edy would generate. 


Celibacy Talk at the Top 


T HE STRUGGLE i hat has tboen taking place 
within the Catholic church over such things 
aa birth control, Papal infallibility, and priestTy 
oMibary, is being dealt with in Rome this month. 
*el>a ic on throe various Issues has Increased in 
intensity at all levels of the church in recent limes. 
Apd it is well I hat the church’s Synod of Bishops 
i| going into a full-scale discussion of them. 

The synod' is composed of 212 of the 3,000 
Inhops of the Catholic world community, and 
vfhile it la a consultative, and not a law-making 
lifly, its views could result In a lessening of ten¬ 
sion- which have brought widespread dissension. 

The celibacy question alone has divided the 
church to a point that must he considered serious. 
Iktween 1966 and 1969 something like 5 per cent 
of diocesan priests in the United States resigned 
h*r« us* of the rule against marriage. A national 

f nion poll last April, which involved questioning 
6,009 priests, bishops and former members of 
clergy, disclosed that more than half felt that 
pflests should Ire free to marry. 

£ Abandoning of priesthood over the question 
hgs not been restricted to this continent A recent 
defector In Britain, Kenneth Allan of the St. 
.whin's parish In Coulsflon, complained about "the 
rlfcid dogmatic position of the church and it* in- 
tegnsigent tqorai teaching." The Dutch and Belgian 
(jSthohes, a majority of whom are in the reformist 
wing of the church, have decided that they must 
utoke a start by ordaining married priests and 
allowing priests who have married to resume their 
ministry. Cardinal Suenens, the primate of Bel¬ 
gium, continue* to clash openly with the Vatican 
on the issue. 

Statistics on the defection of priests must 


weigh heavily upon Pope Paul VI who was quoted 
as long ago as April of last year as saying "the 
most urgent problem afflicting the church is the 
general decrease In vocation." Yet in April this 
year he likened priests who leave the ministry to 
marry to Judas Iscariot The “unhappy brothers" 
who married and surrendered to vile, earthy mo¬ 
tives, said the Pope, "scandalized" their communi¬ 
ties. 

Hr apparently is not prepared to moderate his 
position. The synod, in Its current discussions, la to 
lie presented a document on the priesthood pre¬ 
pared under Papal guidance which takes a hard 
line on the issue of celibacy. Questioned on the doc¬ 
ument, Msgr. Ladilao Rubin, secretary-general of 
the synod, said that "it is enough to recall that 
Christ was unmarried." But many churchmen have 
countered that the Apostle Peter was married and 
that celibacy, which is neither church doctrine nor 
dogma, was a rule formulated hundreds of years 
after Christ's death. Priest* continued to marry 
until the Lateran Council of 1213 and still do in the 
eastern churches. 

This point has been stressed already in the 
synod discussions Patriarch Maximos V of An 
lioch, spiritual leader of 300,000 Arabic-speaking 
Roman Catholics, was reported this past weekend 
to have urged acceptance of married men Into the 
Catholic priesthood, as was done In his communion. 
He accused the western church of "hypocrisy" in 
its handling of the celibacy issue. 

He will have strong ropport from a large sec¬ 
tion of the rank amt-file In the west, but whether 
his words will be incorporated Into any synod 
recommendation* remains to-Ire seen; and if so, 
whether they will be acted upon.

Germany was the locus of 

that upheaval. While today 
nothing like the violent forces 
of 1B33 and after afflict a res¬ 
tored nation, Germany is 
again a centre of Increasing 
concern For ixriltleai explo¬ 
sion, both national and inter¬ 
national, invariably follows 
the ups and downs of the 
economy. 

Inflation In Germany, today 
is running at 5.4 per cent a

Lemmings 
And Men 
In Same Fix 


By ROBERT ARDEY 
Author of African Oeneata, The 
Territorial Imperative, and The 
Sonia! Contract. 

Self-regulation at animal numbers has been 
one of the more dramatic revelations made by 
students of animal behavior in recent decades. 

Contrary to all of our assumptions sinca tha days of 
Thomas Malthgs, animal populations do not build up their 
numtiers to that point where they encounter the veto of 
exhausted food supply. 

A remarkable repertory of hullt-ln mechanisms, behav- 
bral or physiological, compel the normal species to keep 
the numbers of its young well within the carrying capacity of 
Its habitat. ~ 

Tliere are abnormal species, It is true — such unhappy 
citizens as lemmings, snowshoe hares, men — that lack such 
controls and must resort to such painful expedients as suicide 
and dropping dead. 

Parhaps our anthmpooentrto view has led us to hold 
•acred the right to inflict on our world as many young as we 
want. Nature does not confirm the view, however. 

If an evolutionary ethics ever begins to take shape in the 
minds of man, then we shall find that tha right of tha young 
to have a world to live in transcends the right of the parent to 
breed as he pleases. 

One does not think of the elephant as s probable pamph¬ 
leteer for ocntracepUon. And Indeed, how elephants do It, no 
scientist can aay. But In recent years, In tha Murchison Falls 
area of western Uganda something like a laboratory-in the- 
wild has come about. • 

Numbers Regulated 

Tha spread of cultivated land, particularly sinca tndefien- 
dence, has forced more and more elephant herds 
into the protected park. Divided by tha hroad, crocodile- 
haunted Victoria Nila, two distinct poiailationa hava built up 

its north and south sides, each numbering seven or eight 
thousand. 

Ninety per cant of an elephant's foraga Is grass, and food 
remains alnmdant. Nevertheless, the south hank s more re 
strutted Sjiaoe has prod u ced far mere severe conditions of 
overcrowding than tha north's. And hers the elephant is 
reducing his numbers. 

Normal s|tacing of calves Is four years. On the south 
hank it has risen to nine. The onset of female fertility occurs 
usually at 11 or 12 years. Here It has risen to 18. 

The elephant remains a mystery: Do females fail to 
come into heat? Is there copulation without fertilization? If 
she Itectanes pregnant, does site simultaneously abort? We do 
not know. Yet in contrast, the lion's means of population con¬ 
trol era quits observable, quits simple — neglect of tha 
young. 

Breeding prides of lion have a strong attachment to 
their hunting territories, which they will not leave even when 
the larger game migrates out of en tree. 

Also, in the lion's behavioral pattern of dominance, the 
cube eat last And so when lean times come and. game is 
scarce, only the hardier of the cubs survive. Mortality in tha 
first year is normally 50 per cent. And 1km pqmlation remain 
of stable number. 

Early in the century tha Irish ornithologist, C.B. Moffat, 
sus|*ected that the necessity for an exclusive breeding territo¬ 
ry must limit animal numtieri. 'ibe thesis has iieen superbly 
explored in mora recent years hy Aberdeen's V. C. Wynne- 
Edwerds, and elegantly demonstrated hy such observations 
as David Carrlck’s in fields near Canlierra. 

From Immense numbers of Australian magpies, only 25 
per cent succeed in establishing territories end only these 
successfully breed. Yet territorial behavior is but one means 
of limitation. 

The Bruce Effect 

In an English woodland, If the numiiere of great tits dou¬ 
ble, tiie next seaMSi egg olutch size will be reduced by two. In 
an Iowa marshland if muskrat number* rise too high, then 
the mother muskrat produces fewer embryos, or reabsorbs 
them. 

Perhaps tha most spectacular of recent discoveries is 
kis wii as tiie Bruce effect, after its English discoverer. A 
common Imose mouse normally sees only tier sire, who keeps 
intruders oul of their territoy. 

If she is mounted by s strange male within four days 
after conception, she aborts. If she merely sees him If she 
merely smells his recent presence — she aborts. And this is 
what happens when there ere ton many mice 

Examples of the self-regulation of animal numbers may 
he presented without end. But of course there ere examples 
of less sensible secies, like lemmings end men. 

When you pretend that e natural law applies to others hut 
not yourself, then normal expectation points to trouble. Man 
in his huhris has seen himself tha master of ell things, and 
has lived to witness nature s answer In polluted waters, 
poisoned air. 

And now — e bit late as always ha hegins to glimpse 
that farther choking shore, pollution of his social environment 
through unrestricted reproduction. And however churchmen 
or demagogues or mildewed philosofdiere may Inform him, 
ha stands In violation of that natural law dictating tha self¬ 
regulation of animal numbers. 

Not that man stands alone. There ere other species like 
ourselves who through evolutionary quirk if not neooorttcal 
ascendancy lack biological oommanda to Insure reasonable 
populations. 

Perhaps' It la Just as well that we have such Arctic 
species as the snowshoe hare end the lemming to provision 
our meditations. And if we find their fete lugubrious, then we 
may add spice to our meditationsi they have no choice; we 

do. 

Not Food Shortage 

The suicidal marches of the lemming have provided Ilia 
natural sciences with one of their oldest detective stories. The 
common explanation — in perfeot aooorrt with Malthusian 
doctrine — wee food shortage. But In more reoent decades 
came precise observations of disturbing nature. The migra 
Hone could occur In seasons of exoeptional abundance. It was 
not fond shortage 

Only In the 1900’e — that daoada of scientific explosion 
which has left so many tidy minds In oonfusion - did one get 
the hill sponginess of the lemming. 

1963 was s famous lemming year In Sweden. The tiny, 
five-ounce rodents poured out of the abundant northland to 
consign themselves to theft watery fete. But many were In- 
terce|ited, dissected, analysed. All were the young-of-the- 
year. In one large sample ail were eexually matin yet not 
a female was pregnant 

The lemming has no choice, but men has. Wa hava our 
humane, cultural substitutes for biological instincts whioh the 
suddenly expanded brain has rendered dim and Indecisive. 
We have contraception and secure abortion. 

But man cannot deceive himself as is so normally his 
way. If our moat treasured democratic institutions are to he 
preserved — and with ell their faults, we know of none better 
— then birth control must he oompulsory. 

I do not accept tha ap|iroach of eugenics. I do not believe 
that we shall produce our Abraham Lincolns or our Albert 
Einsteins hy favoring tha rich against tha poor, the high IQs 
against thd mentally retarded. I lmat the evolutionary process 
too implicitly, far more implicitly than I trust the judgment 
of men as to whet qualities are of genetic advantage. 

We shail come, though fierhaps not for a generation, to 
an acceptance of compulsory po|filiation restriction and to 
means by which it may be enforced. 

And in the meantime we may amuse ourselves with con¬ 
siderations of the lemming's way, that only alternative to tha 
seif-regulation of numbers. 

It Is the lemming’a way. Perhape, In tha meantime, we 
ahall discover man's.

The BA per cent vote that 
eventually supported Thieu 
may not have been a tribute 
to democracy. Hut It was an 
unmistakable tribute to his 
grip on the security ap|»aratus 
and the bureaucracy. 

AAA 

In asserting tills strong 
grip, Thieu was acting in 
strict accord with American 
alms. 

The theory has been that a 
well entrenched Haigon gov¬ 
ernment would be able to take 
over the wnr, thus facilitating 
American withdrawn!. It was 
also supposed that such a re¬ 
gime would force the Oommu- 
nlala to negotiate — thus pro¬ 
moting a setilement snd the 
final return of all Americans. 

A A A * 

Hut as The American elec¬ 
tion of next year approaches, 
thst theory look* weaker and 
weaker. Tha North Vietnam¬ 
ese show so signs of being 
forced to come to terms — 
least of all with Tliieu. On the 
contrary, they have been 
more nod more explicit In 
saying that the price for set 
tlement la the removal of 
Thieu. 

The obvious alternative 
would Involve nn American 
promise to remove all troo|»s 
hy a certain dale |dus a 
broadening of ThJsu’a govern¬ 
ment to admit elements with 
whom the Ooiumunlsts could 
deal. 

AAA 

Pul Thieu** Interest Is to 
keep some American troops 
around — not to have them all 
go homo In the next year. 
Nimilarly, his Interest Is to 
hold power — not to share It 
out with force* hostile to his 
rule. 

The upshot Is that Nixon 
has come onto collision course 
with Thieu. If Nixon wants 
the war dead as an Issue in 
167*. he will have to fores 
Tliieu to abandon the strong- 
arm tactics that brought such 
conspicuous success la tha 
election. The election, llko 
much In Vietnam, haa yielded 
only on* morn Irony. 


Twenty-five years ago 
last week, the brown, 
wooden doors to Hall 600 
in the Nuremberg Pa¬ 
lace of Justice opened 
for the last time on one 
of the most celebrated 
and controversial trials 
in modem history. 

It was the 406th and last 
session of the first round of 
the Nuremberg war crimes 
trials, in which 22 of Nazi 
Germany's most powerful 
men were summoned iiefnre a 
victors' court of justice. 

AAA 

The 'Tfrst man to hear his 
sentence was Hermann Goer- 
ing. He laughted quietly as 
the death sentence was pro¬ 
nounced. He had expected it 

The next was Rudolf Hess, 
who today is the last and 
most expensive war crimes 
prisoner of them alt, serving 
out his life sentence in Span- 
dau prison in West Berlin. 

Hess didn't even listen to 
the translation of his sen¬ 
tence. He had spent the long 
trial reading Goethe in a state 
of complete unconcern. 

AAA 

So it went, into the \urges of 
history, a last chapter on that 
incredible episode which was 
Hitler’s Third Reich. But 
today, a quarter nf a century 
later, the Nuremberg trials 
are not just history. 

They have l>een brought 
hack to life by o|>ponents of 
American Involvement in the 
Vietham war. These critics 
maintain that the U.S. action 
in Vietnam fits the Nurem¬ 
berg definition of aggressive 
war. 

The Nuremberg trials, and 
those of Jaitanese leaders in 
Tokyo, were not tiie first 
where men appeared in courts 
to aqswer for their actions in 
wartime. Rut they established 
several revolutionary princi¬ 
ples. 

A A A 

One was the international 
character of the tribunal 
(eight judges, two from each 
of the Big Four powers). An¬ 
other. and more important, 
was that men from the high¬ 
est ranks of Hitler's hierarchy 
were brought to trial, not just 
the Lieut. Talley's and Capt. 
Medina's of their day. 

Furthermore, the Nurem¬ 
berg prosecutors did not limit 
themselves to military men. 
Cabinet members, Industri¬ 
alists, and itersons from other 
ranks were tried along with 
the men who had done the ac¬ 
tual shooting. 

AAA 

But the key principle es¬ 
tablished at Nuremberg in 
light of Vietnam was enun¬ 
ciated hy the late Justice 
Koltert H. Jackson of the 
i ‘hi 1***1 States in his first 
si**erh to the tribunal. 

"While Ibis law Is first ap¬ 
plied against Berman aggres¬ 
sors," Jackson said, "If It Is 
to serve any useful purpose It 
must condemn aggression hy 
any other nations, Including 
those which sit here now In 
Judgment." 

As Jackson sfioke. many nf 
Ihnse present shifted their 
glances to the two Soviet 
judges. Tiie massacre of thou¬ 
sands of prisoners of war in 
Poland's Kafyn Forest was 
even then suspected to have 
been the work of the Russians 
and not tiie Nazis, as the 
.Soviets claimed. 

AAA 

Naturally, no one could 
foresee n Vietnam, or n My 
last. Hut In the eyes of some 
who played prominent roles nt 
Nuremberg, failure to accept 
responsibility and met* out 
punishment for It over Viet¬ 
nam Is tantamount to repu¬ 
diating the principles upon 
which many Berman and Jap¬ 
anese war criminals were 
seal to their deaths. 

Robert Kempner is one of 
them. Now 72 and in his fifth 
decade of practising law, 
Kempner Isirn In Germany 

was for five years a U.S. 
prosecutor in Nuremberg and 
at other war crimes trials. 

"Even today, wa don’t ac¬ 
cept responsibility for Jack- 
aon'i words," Kempner said 
in an interview in his clut¬ 
tered study here. "Those 
words were a revolution, be¬ 
cause they meant a surrender 
of part of our national 
sovereignly 

AAA 

Kempner doesn’t take sides 
on Vietnam — he is only con¬ 
cerned with the principle es- 
t a h 11 s h e d at Nuremberg, 
which he defends as a valid 
one. "Sinca Nuremberg, the 
sword of Damocles is hanging 
over everyone’s head, no mat¬ 
ter how big some nf them 
are,” he said. 

"There are Vietnams. Hen- 
gals,* Biafraa, hut because 
they hapften Is no reason to do 
away With the law. It's letter 
to have the law, even if we 
can't always enforce R," he 
said. 

Not everyone agrees with 
Kempner. Author Hans Habe, 
has been campaigning against 
the war Crimea trials for 
about 25 years.

But 
does the lesson apply to Viet¬ 
nam? 

The U.S. position has 
always been that the enmmit- 
and, as the United (States 
says In its own defence, wag¬ 
ing an aggresalve war? 
ment in Vietnam was a re- 
s|K»nse to communist aggres¬ 
sion, justified under the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organi¬ 
zation. 


The critics point out that 
South Vietnam was not a na¬ 
tion but a "zone" under the 
1954 Geneva agreement, sup¬ 
posed to lie reunited with the 
North by free elections in 
1956. 

A A A 

Mouth Vietnam, oitli U.S. 
hacking, refused to hold those 
elections. But since It wasn’t 
a country, these critics ask 
how It is possible to accuse 
North Vietnam of Invading It 


These eritics view the-U.S. 
bombing of North Vietnam, 
against which no \yar has 
t>een declared, as another 
prime case for a war crimes 
tribunal. 

"Somehow we failed our¬ 
selves to learn the lessons we 
undertook to teach at Nurem¬ 
berg," 6aid the chief U.S. 
prosecutor at the war crimes 
trial*, Telford Taylor. "That 
failure is today's American 
tragedy."

Car Pact: Six Years Later 


By IBVINU WHY NOT 

TORONTO , (CP) — The 
Canada-United States automo¬ 
bile pact, which haa popped 
up again aa a prominent sub¬ 
ject for economic discussions 
itetween the two countries, be 
came effective more than six 
years ago. 

For some years now It has 
been a matter of U.S. pres¬ 
sure (or amendment, and Ca¬ 
nadian reluctance to change. 

Objectives of the Jan. 16, 
1965, pact were threefold: 

• To build a continental 
market with specialised, 
large-scale production of au¬ 
tomotive products in both 
Canada and the U.S. 

• To free Canada-U.S. ve¬ 
hicle trade fmen tariffs and 
other inhibiting factors while 
aiming to let both oountrles 
share the total continental 
market "on a fair and equita¬ 
ble basis." 


• To deveksp conditions 
under which trade, production 
and investment would be go¬ 
verned by market forces 
Last month a U.S. presiden¬ 
tial commission urged the 
U.8. to press tor removal of 
S|>ecial safeguards tor Canada 
which were attached to the 
original agreement 
The commission noted e 
drastic change in automotive 
trade between the two coun¬ 
tries. from a chronic large 
deficit for Canada to s sub¬ 
stantial surplus. 

It said the agreement had 
thus "fallen well abort of the 
goal of free automotive 
trade." It blamed the Canadi¬ 
an government for its "un¬ 
willingness" to allow expira¬ 
tion of the special safeguards, 
which ILS. officials viewed as 
transitional at the time the 
agreement wea written 
As a result of the pact, the 
U.S. balance of automotive 
trade with Canada has moved 
from an annual surplus of 


about 56U0 million to a deficit 
of between 6200 million and 
6300 million 

The U.S. Is especially con¬ 
cerned about the aocallcd 
safeguards which Canada in¬ 
sisted an at the start. These 
conditions were appended to 
the agreement and led the 
Canadian American commit¬ 
tee, in a 1970 study of the 
pact, to describe it as "am¬ 
biguous . . with formal and 
informal restraints contradic¬ 
ting m part tie free-trade im¬ 
plications of other provi¬ 
sions." 

Basically, the Canadian 
conditions were designed to 
influence the pattern of Cana¬ 
dian automotive production. 

A primary condition was 
that only vehicle manufac¬ 
turers would receive duty-free 
treatment, and to qualify as a 
manufacturer a firm had to 
satisfy two requirements 
aimed at meeting major Ca¬ 
nadian government objec¬ 
tives. 


Science Council Sees 
Trouble in Industry 


Tha first was to assure con¬ 
tinued growth in vehicle as¬ 
sembly in Canada and sat a 
ratio between production and 
domestic sales by each manu¬ 
facturer. 

The other was aimed at sa¬ 
feguarding Independent Cana¬ 
dian parts manufacturers dur¬ 
ing the transitional period. 
This set the value of Canadian 
content on vehicles manufac¬ 
tured in Canada.

"If they take off all tiie 
duties, Canadians will pur¬ 
chase their cars tn the.U.S. 

"1 can't believe that is what 
they have Hi mind. It could 
put this country out of the 
auto business."

OTTAWA (CP) — Canada 
should frame a national indus¬ 
trial policy that will reverse 
tiie decline in manufacturing 
which has jeopardized the 
special and economic struc-. 
ture. 

This is an urgent need, says 
the Science Council of Canada 
In a special report to tha fed¬ 
eral government. All levels of 
government and Industry 
shouldtjoo-operata closely to 
do It. 

The report cite* a variety 
of alarming signs In manufac¬ 
turing-lower production since 
1968 in science hased indus¬ 
tries, declining employment 
and an even more rapid fall 
in profits. 

"This deterk ration places 
many of our recent invest¬ 
ments — In education, in bor¬ 
rowed capital, in social wel¬ 
fare In jeopardy," says the 
report 

Neither resources induslnrs 
nor service-producing indus¬ 
tries can fill the gap. Many 
manufacturing industries may 
not survive until tilings pick 
up. 

The Science Council report 
is part of a continuing study 
of innovation - tiie process of 
creating and offering goods or 
services that are new, better 
or cheaiier than lliose pre¬ 
viously available.

the board to one-third.

H. P. Crawford, chairman 
of the chandler's taxation 
committee, told the commit¬ 
tee that the revenue depart¬ 
ment should issue practical 
interpretations of the complex 
bill. 


Crawford directed most of 
his criticism of the legislation 
to tiie proposed capital gains 
tax. He said the minister of 
national revenue should have 
the |mwer to allow transfers 
of assets from one company 
to another under common 
ownership without ini|Misition 
of the tax.

Once Dreaded Disease Egged by Medical Advancet 

Royal Jubilee Streamlines Kidney Unit 


By JOHN MATTERS 

Calantst Staaflar 

Royal Jubilee Hospital 
has streamlined its kid¬ 
ney machine unit, where 
14 persons are kept alive 
by Intermittent treat¬ 
ments that remove poi¬ 
sonous substances from 
their bloodst reams. 

The $44,000 program started 
about five years after the first 
kidney machines were in 
taextuued at the hoapiliei. Unit) 
(hat Ume, (arsons living in 
Victoria whose kidneys had 
failed either moved to a 


centre whet's such treatments 
ere available or died. 

Ten year* ago, the ma¬ 
chines that do the work of the 
human kidney were of great 
public interest. Today, their 
role in the treatment of kid¬ 
ney disease is being overshad¬ 
owed by the (achievements of 
surgeons and biochemists and 
it is possible, within 10 or 15 
years, that kidney maohines 
will have gone the way of the 
"iron lung. 1 * 

The prevention and early 
detection of kidney disease' v 
becoming aspects of puhllc- 
h e a It h practice, phar- 
mooologlsts are finding new 
drugs that stop and in some 
cases reverse kidney damage 
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and bioohemists are widening 
their underatending of the im¬ 
munity phenomenon, which 
sometimes results in the re¬ 
jection of transplanted kid¬ 
neys. 

In addition, kidneys are a 
field of transplant surgery in 
which there has been wide #x- 
pertence. exceeded only by 
that in transplantations of the 
skin and cornea. 

However, all of that does 
not mean Juhilee’s machines 
will be obsolete or useless 
next week, next month or 
even next yejir 

They will It* around for 
some time, at least until in- 
traspeciea tranaidantation is 
possible. When Ihe human 
body's immunity mechanism 
can be manipulated so that it 


will accapt the kidney of a 
pig, fur axampie, persona no 
longer will wait for years for 
a suitable donor 
However, kidney maohines 
will be needed to save the 
lives of persons who go Into 
shook, following sn operation 
or oar aooldent for example, 
and whose kidneys switch off. 
Persons in coma from drug 
overdoses also often survive 
because of a kidney machine. 

Thcwe patients usually are 
in Jubilee's intensive care 
unit and are what is known as 
acute cases. Afier two or 
three days on Ihe kidney m« 
chine a process called 
renal dtalyatq - their kidneys 
generally resume functioning 
However, the largest group 
of renal dialysis patients are 
those wlih chronic, or Irre- 


v $ r • I b I • , kidney disease. 
There are 14 such perauns 
who are dialysed in the hospi¬ 
tal at least three times a 
week and 10 others who have 
maohines In their homes. 

Among those on the hospi¬ 
tal-based program are two 
persona in their ‘JOs, who have 
regular jobs. Without dialysis, 
they would die. 

Another is a woman frem 
Kamkiopa who went on Jubi¬ 
lee's machines soon after the 
unit oiwneri in 1967 However, 
the hospital at Kamloops sub¬ 
sequently opened a renal f|)s 
lysis unit and for awhile she 
was maintained there. 

Nevertheless, she felt much 
better visiting Jubilee and sha 
and her husband decided they 
would each take four of their 


eight children. bhe had bought 
a house in Viotoria just to be 
near Jubilee and ia visited by 
her husband and the four 
other children from Kam¬ 
loops. 

Her case probably is one of 
tha best examples available in 
Victoria of how a person la- 
comes dependent not only on 
the machine but also on the 
milieu of u renal dialysis unit. 

The new equipment at Jubi¬ 
lee operates on the same prin¬ 
ciples as did the older models 
toxic substances normally 
exoreted by Ute kidneys are 
removed from the blood- 
stream by looping an artery 
and vein of tha arm through 
the machine where blood 
fkiws over a semi-permeable 
membrane. 


Shortage of Machines 
Meant Death for Some 


The toxic ingredients of the 
blood move through Uie mem¬ 
brane and art drained away. 

Jubilee bought its latest 
generation of dialyzere main¬ 
ly for two reasons - they 
were more compact and semi- 
automated, whioh means less 
maintenance and surveillance 
was required, with resulting 
savings in salaries, and they 
are of a style that a patient 
can easily adapt to home use 

Such features as alarms 
that sound when blood pres¬ 
sure falls, when lemperature 
becomes erratic or when 
there is a leak allow the pa 
tient to develop confidence in 
the equipment so that lie may 
eventually elect to lie trained 
for the home program.

(letting a patient on the 


home program represent* •

Museum, said after viewing 
the reoovered painting: "A 
big piece has peeled off on the 
right side. There are also 
pieoea missing on both sides. 

"Fortunately the damage Is 
not In the middle, hi tire vital 
part of the painting. I have 
good hope It can be reasona¬ 
bly well restored." 


The thief had demanded a 
ransom pledge be signed in a 
live television broadcast be¬ 
fore midnight Wednesday.

John's, Nfld., speaking to a 
luncheon meeting of the asso¬ 
ciation, said the BCMA has 
shown leadership in wmi of 


the action it has Uken against 
lugh-eamers. 

“It has taken more than a 
little courage and intestinal 
fortitude to take some of the 
actions that you have,” lie 

addod. * 

Committees of the BCMA, 
working on income statistic* 
provided by the B.C. Medical 
Seme* Commission, have 


bean analysing patterns of 
practice of individuals and 
specialties. 

As a result, there have been 
many revisions in the doctors’ 
minimum schedule of fees 
that are expected to raise the 
gross earnings of doctors who 
were at the bottom of the 
scale and lower Uic earnings 
of some xvho were at the top. 


Roberts pointed out that 
xvIdle the oust of personal 
health care has been increas¬ 
ing in Canada at a rate of be¬ 
tween 9 and 10 per cent per 
year, the average physician's 
income lias climbed between 7 
and 71, per cent. 

"Canada cannot afford to 
allow these escalating costs to 
go unchecked, * be said, ad¬ 
ding that the introduction of 


medicare has had dramatic 
effects on physicians’ in¬ 
comes. • 

“But the average physician 
earns every damned nickfe of 
it,” said Roberts. 

“Vie have been and are con¬ 
cerned that governments have 
tended to use the profession 
as a scapegoat. They failed, 
despite many warnings, to an¬ 


ticipate bit financial conse¬ 
quences of... medicare. 

“The methods of financing 
which they have utilized, 
overwhelmingly from general 
tax revenues, have aggravat¬ 
ed the increase of cost and at 
the same time have made it 
more difficult for govern¬ 
ments to raise the necessary 
money to finance the pro¬ 
grams fhat they initiated.”

Dr. Robert Peet of Victoria, 
chairman of BCMA's health 
planning council, said that de¬ 
spite a groundswell of public 
concern over the incidence of 
heroin addiction In B.C., the 
government has done little. 

‘The Indian health commit¬ 
tee lias reiieatedly stressed 
that the pixivinoial and feder¬ 
al governments must clarify 
their roles and plans for deli¬ 
very of health care for a 
small group of Canadians, the 
BC. Indians," he said. "What 
have they done? Nothing deci¬ 
sive."

The committee also recom¬ 
mended that genetics studies 
tie made of heritable me¬ 
tabolic diseases, and that ap¬ 
propriate pre^pregnancy coun¬ 
selling be available.

"The fact that the students 
gain a highly deve lotted sense 
of direction is Just a fortunate 
offshoot of the program" said 
Yelland. "They must be con¬ 
stantly thinking to get through 
the course, and this involve a 
great deal of mental 
alertness." 

Smith, the originator of 
orienteering in the district, 
explained its development, 
the sport could be either com¬ 
petitive or recreational, de¬ 
pending on the individual stu¬ 
dent. 

"Orienteering originated In 
Scandinavia in 1919 and was 
brought to Britain in 1966. Ba¬ 
sically, it is a cross between a 
treasure hunt and cross¬ 
country running" he said, 
using the comparison of a car 
rally draw «m > f»x»t 
Smith continued: "The 
game is won through the abil¬ 
ity to read a map and handle 
saying that performance in 
a compass but s|»eed is also 
involved in going between 
points. The game therefore 
requires both a physical and 
a mental aptitude." 

At Mtnint Prevost the 
course is set upon an ad¬ 
jacent farm, whose owner. 
Boh Evans, has given the 
school permissitm for its use. 

The course covers a dis¬ 
tance of one and one-half 
miles and usually takes stu¬ 
dents about 30 minutes. al-\ 
though they are allowed a 
maximum of one hour, after 
which time they must return 
to the school. 

Students are advised before 
they tackle the course that 
they are to avoid potentially 
dangerous objects, such as 
barbed wire. Another instruc¬ 
tion which Smith stressed was 
"to respect the countryside.” 

Before setting off students 
are given a map, control 
card, and control description. 
They must then visit the con¬ 
trols in sequence, writing 
down the letters shown on the 
control sign. 

At the conclusion of the 
course these letters then form 
a word — the introduction oi 
the anagram game. 

Wednesday students fol¬ 
lowed the course in groups of 
three, although Smith said 
that it was preferable to have 
them follow it individually to 
gain the most benefit. 

"This is impossible, howev 
er, due to the shortage of 
equipment at the school" he 
explained. The students use 
coin[tasses which Smith him¬ 
self bought for the program. 

ilea at lun from the students 
who followed the course 
varied but they were unani¬ 
mous in expressing their en¬ 
joyment. "It is a really good 
idea, you learn to use a com¬ 
pass and lots of other things 
tiiat you don’t think of at 
first" said Howard Martin, 12. 

"It would tie a good idea to 
know how to do this kind of 
tiling if you go out in the hush 
— you wouldn’t be so likely to 
get lost" said Grant Peet, 12. 

The most typical reaction, 
however, was that of Daryl 
Smith, also 12. 

"I just think we should have 
more of this.”

Ever since the Austrian ambassador 
to the court of Constantinople sent the 
first tulip bulbs hack to Europe in the 
year 1572, these lovely flowers have 
l»een welcome springtime guests in our 
gardens guests whose stay^s far too 
fleeting. 

Six weeks of hloum is about the best 
y.Hi can exiacD using run-of-thMnill 
varieties and ordinary culture. But 
through the work of plant explorers and 
hydriduere, earlier and later varieties 
have liecn develop to extend the 
flowering iieriod. It Is quite possible 
today to have tulips in bloom from 
March well on into June, all through 
careful choice of varieties. 

There are tricks in growing them, 
too. ivy which our spring guests may lie 
persuaded to linger a little longer In 
1950. English garden lovers who attend 
ed the great Chelsea flower show in 
Ixmdon were surprised to find a display 
of some 10.000 cut tuli|« displayed by 
the Scottish firm of Dnhhie and Sons 
this was the last week in May. some 
time after England had seen the last of 
the tulips wither and fade.

How was it done? The bulbs were 
grown especially for the Chelsea show 
in the far north of Sotland. where the 


season is considerably later, and the 
blooms w ere cut and flown to London 

To have a June display or tulips 
here, it isn't necessary to have the 
bulla* planted in Whitehorse or Yellow¬ 
knife Tub i* planted on the north side of 
the house should bloom a good 10 days 
later than those in full sun. Bulbs plant¬ 
ed eight inches deep will be In flower 
two weeks later than the same variety 
set in the ground at a depth of only 
three inches. 

To have tulips in bloom earlier than 
any of. your neighbour*, plant Bed Em- 
l»eror. Tango. Tarda and any of the 
Kaufmanniana tulips — the socalled 
Water lily tujips. * 

At the other end of tiie scale, some 
of the very last to bloom are Cheyenne. 
Avalanche. Victory. Niiihetos and Louis 
XJV.

The longev ity of some tulips is some 
thing to write‘home about too. Zoiners- 
choon was a famous and po|»ulai tulip 
in the year 1650; the blooms were covet¬ 
ed by the young ladies of fashion much 
as rare orchids are today, and they wist 
just aland as much. 

Zomerschoon is still very much in 
demand today. |*artly for its lovely 
blending of salmon, rose and ivory 


shades, partly because an individual 
flower has been known to remain fresh 
for as long as 25 days from the time the 
bud o|*ened. The only thing that has 
changed in the last 141 years is the 
price — the iiuibs sell for aland 75 cents 
each today. 

A * * 

While tulips planted In the shaded 
parts of the garden will bloom and 
maka a grand late display the first 
year, the hulhs go downhill rapidly 
without sufficient sun. Such bulbs 
should either lie looked upon as expen¬ 
dable and discarded after blooming, nr 
taken up and transplanted carefully to a 
sunny location to finish piumptng upr the 
bulb and ripening the foliage. 

It seems to me that bulbs hAve more 
staying power when planted in rather 
poor but well drained soil, without 
chemical fertilizer. Heavy feeding and 
ton-rich soil produces lush growth w'hich 
attracts bugs and blights, and induces 
exhaustion through the constant split 
ting up of the bulbs. 

In abandoned and totally neglected 
gardens, tulips have survived and have 
actually multiplied for 50 years without 
any food except for the rubbish and 
leaves that gathered and rotted down on 
the soil surface.

The BCGEU is 
also the only organization for 
provincial employees in Cana¬ 
da with CLC affiliation. 

John Fryer, general secre¬ 
tary of the BCGEU. said 
Wednesday lie i* in faJJ sym¬ 
pathy with CUPE and would 
like one day to see a- single 
public employees' union includ¬ 
ing CUPE Hie Public Service 
Alliance of Canada and vari¬ 
ous -provincial ImmIios 
T his would have a |>oieniial 
membership ot fxMl.oou > 
Hut as thing* now stand, 
this doesn't seem too likely 


not. anywa y. in the near lu- 
lure. Fryer says tnere ls an 
immediate need tor a large 
union representing provincial 
employee* from across ('ana- 
da and that most provincial 
groups don't wapt CURE as 
their vehicle. 

Tlw? main complaint 
against CUPE ia a lack of au¬ 
tonomy. Many groups within 
the big union feel they have 
little say and that all they are 
really doing is pouring money 
into CUPE s Ottawa head¬ 
quarters. 

This was one of the reasons 
t h e Hospital Employees’ 
Union in B.C. (Killed out of 
OUPE last year. 

The BCGEU executive has 
approved in principle the for¬ 
mation of a new nation-wide 
union for provincial employ¬ 
ees. which would have as 
many as lOG.INMI members It 
is to be discussed at the Vic¬ 
toria convention Oct. 14-16, 
probably as an emergency 
resolution. 

The subject will HRely share 
the spotlight with a resolution 
pressing the BCGEU toward 
affiliation with the B.C. Fed¬ 
eration at l-alior. 

Of the new union concept, 
Fryer said: “We’ll be asking 
our convention delegates for 
authority to take the initiative 
in setting up such an organi¬ 
zation.'' 

He said he knows only too 
well what thia might lead to. 
The CLC policy lias been to¬ 
ward lower but bigger union*, 
with mergers with similar 
unions a* a necessary means 
nl gainihg affiliation with (lie 
congress. 

Hut liecausc of (tic pressure 
from civil servant grnupK 


fkuufli the eountry, tha CLC 
executive council has Indicat¬ 
ed it is prepared to consider 
the formation of a new union. 

At its recent Edmonton 
convention CUPE made it 
clear to one and all that it 
would be ready lo fight such a 
move even to the point at 
withholding its per-oapita 
dues to the CLC. 

Would such a threat from a 
union as big as CUPE cause 
(tie CLC to luck down? 

Not likely, according to 
knowledges lUt union officials 
They say that CUPE would 
stand to suffer the heaviest 
loss. After three mouths of 
non-payment it could he sus- 
IMolded. This would leave It 
wide open to raiding hy other 
unions and there is doubt it 
wmild be strong enough to 
withstand this. 

Tiie next concrete step is a 
meeting in Ottawa Oct. 34 and 
35 of |he Cli! executive and 
the presidents and secre¬ 
taries of the various provin¬ 
cial employee groups. The 
civil servants' association 
from Ontario has not been in¬ 
vited because it has been con¬ 
sidered somewhat less than 
pro-labor in its stance 

“Our union would like to 
maintain its g«*xt relationship 
with ClFPE." Fryer says, 
“but most of the public ser¬ 
vants across Canada would 
like to get into the labor 
movement quickly 

As things are now. we leel 
dial tiie voice of public em¬ 
ployees in (lie laisir move¬ 
ment is not a voice that is 
being listened to And we are 
now in an age of government 
employees and white collar 
workers." 

The BCGEU believes, ot 


course, that a new big na¬ 
tional union would give It a 
stronger voice In its dealings 
with its own provincial gov¬ 
ernment. It lias yet to win col¬ 
lective bargaining rights with 
the government. 

The resolution dealing with 
possible federation of labor 
affiliation makes it clear that 
the BCGEU should first have 
assurance it wisildn't have to 
suiipnrt any {xriitical party. 

Tiie union left die federation 
in I960 when the government 
look its automatic dues check¬ 
off privileges away. The gov¬ 
ernment's view was that the 
affiliation made the union po¬ 
litically biased. 

The federation supports the 
NDP 

Before rejoining Hie federa¬ 
tion, Hie union would have to 
tic assured it would lie al¬ 
lowed to abide hy itij constitu¬ 
tion, whicii does not allow it 
to supixaj any imlitical party 


cause it (marijuana) “seems 
to lead to harder drugs."

Council voiced strong op¬ 
position to |hq proposed total, 
amaigdmatlon *of the Izidy- 
amith school district with the 
Nanaimo school district as far 
a* the Chemainus area is con¬ 
cerned. Although SpHair is 
not in the municipality it was 
noted that ratepayers in at 
feast part of Saltern also 
would lie against Hie recom¬ 
mendation to become part of 
the Nanaimo school district. 

Mayor Gerry Smith add 
other council members will 
meet with the board chairmen 
of the Ladysmith and Cow¬ 
ichan school districts to dis¬ 
cuss the possibility of the 
(Wichan district taking over 
l>arl ot the southern portion of 
the Ladysmith school district 

The mayor said: "The peo¬ 
ple In Chemainus are up in 
arms about this amalgama¬ 
tion w ith Nanaimo school dis¬ 
trict." 

Whittaker remarked that 
Hie proposed amalgamation 
between l^dysmith and Nan¬ 
aimo districts would not serve 
the Interest of the Chemamus 
people.

And Now—Crackdown 


Compass Shows Students 


DUNCAN The old adage 
tiiat “kids Uxtay just don't 
know where they re going" 
will soon have to be revised if 
teacher Peter Smith ties his 
way. 

-Smith’s students are busy 
reviving the time-honored art 
of the compass and they de¬ 
finitely know where they are 
going. 

Tiie students have partici¬ 
pated in orienteei ing classes 
at Mount Prevail junior sec- v 
ondary mInm»I for the past 
year. Wednesday, these stu¬ 
dents witnessed Hie Una I run 
in orienteering of an group of 
students from Alex Aike.i ele¬ 
mentary school 

Peter Yelland. teacher of 


the Grade b and 7 students 
uho were participating, ex¬ 
plained that orienteering com¬ 
bined the studies of mathe¬ 
matics, science, geography, 
environmental studies, and 
physical education 

"Tiie fad that tiie student.-, 
gain a highly develi^ied sense 
of direction is just a fortunate > 
offshoot of the program" said ' 
Yelland. “They must lie con¬ 
stantly thinking to get through 
the course, and this involve a 
great deal uf menial 
alertness 

Smith, - the originator of 
orienteering in the district, 
explained its development, 
the sport could tie either com¬ 
petitive or recreational, de¬ 


pending on the individual stu¬ 
dent 

“Orienteering originated in 
Scandinavia in 1919 and was 
brought lo Britain in 1966. Ba¬ 
sically, U is a cross between a 
treasure hunt tfnd cross¬ 
country running" he said, 
using the oomiwrison of a car 
rally dune on foot. 

Smith continued: “The 
game is won through the abil¬ 
ity to read a map and handle 
saying that perfnrnuuwu in 
a compass hut sfieed 5s also 
Involved in going lietween 
jwints. The game therefore 
requires both a physical and 
u mental aptitude." 

At Mount Prevosl the 
course is set up on an ad¬ 


jacent farm, whose owner. 
Bob Evans, ties given the 
school |»ermUsion for its use. 

Tiie course covers a dis¬ 
tance of one and one-half 
mites and usually takes stu¬ 
dents alxxit 30 minutes, al¬ 
though they are allowed a 
maximum of one hour, after 
which time they must return 
to the school. 

Students are advised before 
they tackle the course that 
they are to avoid potentially 
riangarous objacts, such as 
barbad wire/ Anolhar Instruc¬ 
tion which Smith stressed was 
"to respect the countryside ’ 

Before setting off students 


are given a map, control 
card, and control description. 
They must then visit the con¬ 
trols in sequence, writing 
down the letters shown on Hie 
control sign. 

At the conclusion of the 
course these letters then form 
a wurd Hie introduction of 
the anagram game 

Mednexday students fol¬ 
lowed the course in groups of 
three, although Smith said 
that it was preferable to tiava 
them follow it individually to 
gain the most benefit 

“This Is impoesible, howev¬ 
er due to the shortage of 
equipment at the school" he 
explained. The students use 


compasses which Smith him¬ 
self bought for the program. 

Reaction from the students 
who followed Hie course 
varied but they were unani¬ 
mous in expressing their en¬ 
joyment. "It Is a really good 
idea, you learn to use a com¬ 
pass and kits of other things 
tiiat you don’t think of at 
first” said Howard Martin. 13. 

“It would lie a good idea to 
know how lo do Jhis kind of 
thing if you go out in the bush 
you wouldn't lie so likely to 
get lost" said Grant Feet. 13. 

Tlve most typical reaction 
however, was that of Daryl 
Smith, also 12.

Canadian medical school* 
may be keeping their enrol¬ 
ment* low bee a Uke (acuity 
member* find etudent* both¬ 
ersome, the president of the 
Canadian Medical Aesociation 
eald in Victoria Tuesday 

Dr. Harry Roberts of St. 
John'i, Nfld., said in an inter¬ 
view that he hag been toid 
that eome medical schools 
could double their enrolment* 
without Increasing facilities if 
it were not for the resistant # 
of teaching staff*. 

Roberts is attending ses¬ 
sions of the B.C. Medical As¬ 
sociation annual meeting. 

He explained that there re¬ 
cently have been serious sug¬ 
gestions that current medical 
school facilities and faculties 
could train additional doctors 
with minimum or no loss of 
finality and at relatively little 
expense 

Roberta said the statement 
has been endorsed by at least 
one dean of a medical school 
and he would not he surprised 
If there were others. 

Illustrating the effect of 
class si/e on teaching quality, 
he added: 

"I do knmv, however, that I 
have never seen any evidence 
to prove that the physicians 
we trained in Canada in the 
greatly enlarged classes im¬ 
mediately after the Second 
World War are inferior to 
their colleagues." 

Because medteal schools 
are not producing enough doc¬ 
tor*, Canada Imports them. 
For example, Canadian 
schools last year graduated 
1,152 doctors while another 
1,113 immigrants were regis¬ 
tered for practices, Roberts 
pointed out

When delegates to the B.C. Government Km- 
ployees’ Union convention in Victoria next week 
discuss the question of a national union for provin¬ 
cial civil servants, they will be dealing with a poten¬ 
tially explosive labor sit nation. 

It l« one that threatens to 
bring about a showdown be¬ 
tween two such powerful 
forces ss the Canadian Labor 
Congress and its largest affi¬ 
liated national union, the 
158,000-member Canadian 
Union of Public employees 
executive officers of the 
OLC have been quietly con¬ 
sidering the possibility of 
going against policy and mak¬ 
ing room tor another union 
that would also represent pub¬ 
lic servants. CUPE, standing 
on. its jurisdiotional rights, 
will have no part of this. 

The only provincial body 
that CUPE doesn't claim ju¬ 
risdictions! rights for Is die 
B.C. Government B'.nrployees' 

Union, whloh Is s union within 
Its own right. Ths BCGEU Is 
slso the only organisation for 
provincial employees in Cana¬ 
da with QjC affiliation. 

John Fryer, general secre¬ 
tary of the BCGEU, said 
Wednesday he is in full sym¬ 
pathy with CUPE and would 


like one day to see a single 
laiblic employees union includ¬ 
ing CUPE, die miblto Service 
AUiunce of Canada and vari¬ 
ous provincial bodies. 

This would have a potential 
membership of 500,000 

Bui as things now stand, 
this doesn’t seem tot) likely 
not, anyway, in die near fu¬ 
ture. Fryer says there is an 
immediate need for a large 
union representing provincial 
employees from across Cana¬ 
da and that most provincial 
groups don't want CUPE as 
their vehicle.

Many groups within 
the big union !*el they have 
little say and that all they are 
really doing la pouring money 
into CUPE'e Ottawa head¬ 
quarters.

Approved in Principle 


The BCGEU executive has

probably as an emergency 
resolution.

Of the new' union concept, 
Fryer said: "We'll lie asking 
our convention delegates for 
authority to take the Initiative 
in setting up such an organi¬ 
sation."

Fryer says, 
"but most of the public ser¬ 
vants across Canada would 
like to get Into the labor 
movement quickly. 

“As things arc* now, we feel 
that the voice of public em¬ 
ployees In the lalior move¬ 
ment t* not a voice that is 
lining listened to. And we are 
now in an age of government 
employee* and white collar 
worker*” 

Ibe BCX3EU believe* of

But because of the pressure 
from civil servant groups 
aero** the country, the CLC 
executive council ha* indicat¬ 
ed it is prepared to consider 
the formation of a naw union. 

At it* recent Edmonton 
convention CUPE made it 
clear to one and ail that it 
would ba ready tn fight auih a 
move - even to the point of 
withholding It* pet-capita 
dues to the CLC. 

Would such a threat from a 
union as big a* CUPE cause 
the CLC to back down*' 

Not likely, according to 

knowledgeable union official* 
They say that CUPE would - 
stand to suffer the heaviest 
loss After three month* of 
non-payment it could be bus- 
pended. This would leave il 
wide open to raiding by other 
union* and there i* doubts it 
would be strong enough to 
withstand thin.
